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Blackout Anniversary, 


Can It Happen Again?| 


Late inthe afternoon of Novem- 
ber 9, 1965, a gigantic power 
failure threw a big, black blanket 
over the northeast portion of the 
United States. The failure lasted 
from a few minutes in some areas 
to more than 12 hours in New 
York City. It encompassed 80,000 
square miles and directly affect- 
ed anestimated 30 million people. 

New Jersey escapedthat black= 
out, with the exception of its 
northern: fringe, which is served 
by the Orange and Rockland Elec= 
tric Company. 

In the area served by Public 
Service Electric and Gas Com- 
pany (it supplies ‘electricity to 
80 percent of the state’s popula- 
tion), the lights burned brightly. 

Why? That’s a long, technical 
story. Good design, good plan- 
ning, good equipment, good en- 
gineers --. things are all in- 
volved. 

A question that’s more pretin= 
end today is; Can the blackout 
happen again, and, perhaps this 
time, bring all of New Jersey 
sputtering to a standstill? 

Public Service thinks it’s safer 
to assume that it can happen 
here. And it has acted according» 
ly. 

Two days after last year’s 
blackout, Public Service dedi- 
cated the largest gas turbine 
generator of its type in the world 
at Sewaren, N. J. Powered by 
eight Pratt and Whitney jet en- 
gines-= the same type that speed 
jet plans across the sky— this 
generator is capable of starting 
without outside electrical aid. 
The engines run on natural gas— 
the same gas that’s used to light 
your kitchen stove. It can reach 
full power capacity within a few 
minutes. Though its primary pure 
pose is to provide electricity dur- 
ing peak demand periods (when 
all those air-conditioners are 
going full blast on a simmery- 
summer’s day), it can be used to 
Start up other generating 
Stations. Not long after it was 
in operation, it did just that. It 
cranked up another. generator 
at Burlington Generating Sta- 
tion, 70 miles across the state. 
It was exactly the sort of equip- 
ment that was needed in the black- 
out area last year. 

Since then, Public Service has 
placed orders for six additional 
gas turbines. This will give each 
of the generating stations in the 
Public. Service system one of 
these self-starters -- there 
already is one at Essex Gen- 
erating Station. All will be op- 
erating by the latter part of 1967. 

Small"@"¥gency generators 
are also being installed.at switch- 
ing stations throughout the sys- 
tem. These generators will also 
be self=starting and will provide 
electricity to keep switching sta- 
tion equipment operating. 

Public Service —has-al- 


Ways trained its electric system 
dispatchers to make judgments 


and act quiekly in emergencies, 
without consulting with supervi= 


sors. But as a result of the black- 
out, it has enlarged this training 
program to make certain its men 
will be even better equipped to 
operate the highly sophisticated 
system of the future. The new 
program is heavily weighed with 
emergency procedures. 

The cost of service reliability 
is high. To date, Public Service 
has committed itself to spend 
$650,000 for work that would 
not have been done if the black- 
out had not occured. An addition= 
al $24 million has been com- 
mitted for work that normally 
would not have been done for at 
least one or two years in the fu- 
ture. n 

In May of this year it dedi- 
cated the big 330,000 kilowatt 
Yards Creek Pumped Storage 
Generating Station, which it 
shares with Jersey Central Pow- 
er. and Light Company near 
Blairstown, N. J. The Yards 
Creek project is the first phase 
of a proposed three-stage pumped 
storage power development. The 
entire project will have a total 
capacity of 1,630,000 kilowatts. 

Earlier this month, Public Ser- 
vice announced that it would build 

a inuclear power station in Bur- 
lington Township and Burlington 


‘City, along the lower Delaware 


River. This will be the largest 
electric generating unit of any 
type. in. New Jersey and one of 
the largest in the world. It will 
have a capacity of approximately 
1,000,000 kilowatts. 

Another big generating unit 
with a capacity of 600,000 kilo= 
watts is under construction in 
Jersey City. It will begin oper- 
ating in 1968. 

Public Service is also partici- 
pating with other companies in 
the construction of the two-unit 
1,800,000 kilowatt Keystone Gen- 
erating Station and its twin pro- 
ject, Conemaugh Genereting Sta- 
tion, both in western Pennsyl-. 
vania,

Over the past six weeks all candidates for 
office have more or less discussed the issues 
of their campaign. Now, that Election Day is 
upon us, the people will make the choice. 

To assure that their choice is reported ac- 
curately, we feel now is the time to remind 
all that there are New Jersey laws designed 
to protect the voter and the voting results. 

Challengers from both parties have the du- 
ty as well as the right to make certain that 
all voting machine counters register Zero 
when the polls open. They have the right to 
check the figures when the machine is opened 
at the close of the voting day. Also, they have 
the absolute duty to make certain that these 
correct figures are transposed to the official 
election sheet reports. 

In addition to these most important points, 
the other general rules for fair voting apply, 
covering the prohibiting of loitering in poll- 
ing places, the tampering with voting mach- 
ines, etc. 

New Jersey voting laws have teeth in them. 
Those who would circumvent the free expres- 
sion of the people’s choice might well remem- 
ber this. 

In general, any person found guilty of vio- 
lating the law is liable to a $500 fine or im- 
prisonment for one year, or both. 

Democracy demands great vigilance for its 
people and certainly one of the most impor- 
tant demands is that elections be conducted 
fairly and that the return report truly and ac- 
curately the people’s decision.

Discevered in pieces. in 1856 
by a French Archeologist, it was 
reassembled and sent to the Lou- 
vre. 

The statues of King Solomon 
and the Queen of Sheba both stand 
8’ 4” tall and found their first 
home in France against a portal 
of the Church af Notre Dame de 
Corbeil, just outside Paris.

Four New Training 


Programs To Begin 


A concerted effort to equip 
more than 200 unemployed and 
under - employed Newark wage 
earners with occupational skills 
in demand by area businesses and 
industries will be started this 
month, it was announced today by 
Edward J. Hall, director of the 
State Division of Employment 
Security. 

Financed under the Federal 
Area Redevelopment Act,. four 
training programs will be given 
at Newark’s Montgomery Street 
School under the auspices of the 
Newark Board of Education and 
the State Division of Vocational 
Education, 

The federal appropriation al- 
lows for the training of 218 per- 
sons. All must be residents of 
Newark. 

Two of the courses will start 
on Monday, November 7. This 
will include 13 weeks of training 
for shipping and receiving clerks 
and a 26<week course for auto- 
mobile-body repairmen. 


The class for shipping and re- 


ceiving .clerks will be limited to 
16 trainees but will be followed 
by four additional sessions, with 
each subsequent course starting 
at the conclusion of the previous 
one,
